The Chinese Secret Service. 
San F rancisco, September 13th.—The ar­ 
rest of two Chinese highbinders to-day on a 
charge of attempting to assassinate one of 
their countrymen, Leo Wing, shows up the 
Chinese secret service in a strong light. Two 
Chinamen recently rented a building in Chi­ 
natown from one of their countrymen, but 
failing to make it pay threw up the lease. 
Lee Wing then took the lease and opened the 
building as a Chinese lodging-house to a good 
business. The two former lessee, noting his 
success, tried to get back their lease from the 
proprietor, and tailing in that attempted to 
obtain it from Lee Wing. 
He refused. 
Shortly afterwards Lee Wing was assaulted 
on the street and nearly killed by highbind­ 
ers, two of whom were those arrested to-day. 
The police authorities claim to have positive 
knowledge that a proclamation had been is­ 
sued by the Highbiuder»' Society offering 
§500 reward for the death of Lee Wing, and 
that the attack upon him was in consequence 
thereof.
